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ROK Junta 
Hits Snag

Constitution 


SEOUL (AP)—South Korea’s 
ruling junta was reported in a 
deepening legal muddle Tues- 


day over how to legalize its| 


freeze on parliamentary govern- 
ment, 


Plans to suspend the existing 
constitution and proclaim a new 
supreme law Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday apparently hit a snag. 


The junta’s Supreme Council 
announced late Tuesday = 
appointment of Yu Chin O, the 
nation’s top constitutional au- 
thority, as supreme adviser to 
its planning committee. 


Yu is president of Korea 
University and headed the re- 
cent inconclusive talks with 
Japan on normalizing relations 
between the two governments. 
He is principal author of the 
Republic of Korea's original 
1948 constitution which was 
drastically revised last year. 


Lt. Gen. Chang Do Yung, Pre- 
mier and chairman of the junta 
council, told a reporter the con- 
stitutional question is still be- 
ing reviewed by top experts “in 
order not to collide with the 
existing constitution and to pay 
respect to its authority.” 


The junta planning commit- 
tee headed by Lt. Gen. Ham 
Pyung Sun includes in its ranks 
nearly 100 civilian legal ex- 
perts, economists and college 
professors in many other sub 
jects. 


American Charge d'Affaires 
Marshall Green conferred late 
Tuesday with Foreign Minister 
Kim Hong Il. Details were not 
disclosed officially, but it was 
assumed that Green sought in- 
formation on constitutional dis- 
cussions in view of the US. 
policy backing South Korea in 
the United Nations as the legi- 
timate Government of Korea. 


Strengthen Rhee Line 

SEOUL (UPI)—Commodore 
Lee Kaks Soon, chief of the Na- 
tional Maritime Board, Tuesday 
said the Republic of Korea 
would strengthen the effect of 
the so-called Rhee Line and de- 
clared that he expected neigh- 
boring countries to “avoid un- 
necessary irritations.” 


Lee’s remarks were directed 
to Japan although he did not 
mention any country § specifi- 
cally. 

“To safeguard the national 
rights and welfare, we will con- 
tinue to strengthen the defense 
of the Peace (Rhee) Line,” Lee 
said. “I expect that our neigh- 
boring countries will avoid un- 
necessary irritations to us.” 


Lee also announced a plan for 
clearing up debts of the na- 
tion’s fishermen. It provided 
for: 


Government loans to fisher- 
men. 


The Government to build 
more than 550 fishing boats 
with Government funds, includ- 
ing 300 refrigeration boats. 


The maintenance of stable fish 
prices and an increase of ex- 
ports. 

The repairing of various 
ports and harbor facilities.

Taizo Ishizaka, one of Japan’s foremost industrial leaders, 
yesterday said that the high growth rate of Japan's economy was 
due primarily to brisk equipment investment in industry. 

“This can be graphically illustrated,” Ishizaka, said, “by com- 
paring the various nation’s rate of private equipment investment 


against their national expendi-| 
ture. The rate in Japan was 20 
per cent, in West Germany 16 
per cent, in the United States | 
13 per cent, and in England 8 | 
per cent.” He said that the} 
amount spent in private equip-| 
‘ment investment in this country 
increased by 4.6 times during 
the past 10 years. 

Ishizaka, president of the 
Federation of Economic Organi- 
zations (Keidanren) and chair- 
man of the board of Tokyo 
Shibaura Electric Co., was the 
main speaker yesterday at the 
second plenary session of Ro- 
tary International convention, 


which is now in progress at wt 


Harumi convention hall. 


In 1961, Ishizaka continued, 
the amount of investment is ex- 
pected to increase by 35 per 
cent over that of last year, and 
if this estimate proves correct, 
the Government will be able to 
attain its target set for fiscal 
1970. 


Ishizaka said there is brisk 
equipment investment in Ja- 
pan because “Japan is faced 
with the great need to import 
new technology and industries 
from abroad” after being isolat- 
ed from foreign markets be- 
tween 1930 and 1945, 


The 75-year-old industrialist 
said that the Japanese people 
have not been prepared or train- 
ed for democracy, “an ideal that 
forms the spiritual backbone of 
Western society.” 


George R. Means, general sec- 
retary, and Lloyd Hollister, 
treasurer, of Rotary Interna- 
tional, reported on the latest 
activities of Retary International 
yesterday. 

Means said Rotary today has 
a membership of 508,000 with 
the number of clubs: totaling 
more than 108,000. 


He said that Rotary estab- 
lished clubs in Gabon, Reunion, 
Somalia and Nigeria in the past 
year.

In the Pinar Del Rio incident, 
26 children and 14 adults re- 
portediy were burned after a 
ponenenaas bomb was thrown 
nto the Riesgo Theater.

BOSTON (AP) — President 


John F. Kennedy said Monday 


night he is going to Vienna as 
the leader of “the greatest re- 
volutionary country on earth” 
to make sure Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev knows 
where the United States stands. 


“Our Knees do not tremble at 
the word ‘revolution,’” he told 
a 100-dollar-a-plate Democratic 
dinner on his 44th birthday. 
“We believe in it, we believe in 
the progress of mankind... we 
believe in freedom.” 


He will confer later this week 
with French President Charles 
de Gaulle and Khrushchev at 
separate conferences. 


Kennedy flies to New York 
Tuesday afternoon for an hour's 
conference with Prime Minister 
David Ben-Gurion before leav- 
ing for Paris for conferences 
with Khrushchev. 


Ben-Gurion has been describ- 
ed as concerned about arms 
shipments by Soviet Bloc gov- 
ernments to Arab nations. He 
also reportedly. wants the West- 
ern powers to stand behind ex- 
isting national boundaries: in 
the Middle East. 

Kennedy told a crowd of some 
5,000 cheering Democrats that 
the United States is the daugh- 
ter of Europe “and in a special 
way we have the most intimate 
relationship with France. 

“I go also to Vienna and I 
know there are some Ameri- 
cans who wonder why I take 
that trip,” he said. “I see vaiue 
in talking to those with whom 
we are allied. But I aiso think 
it valuable at a time when both 
sides possess weapons of mu- 
tual destruction and annihila- 
tion, * think it is also valuable 
that there should be wunder- 
standing and communication 
and a firm realization of what 
we believe. So I go to see Mr. 
Khrushchev in Vienna.”

OTTAWA (UPI) — The Pro- 
gressive Conservatives captured 
three of four federal by-elec- 
tions Monday as the nation got 
its first chance to test which 
way the political winds were 
blowing. 

Conservative chiefs imme- 
diately hailed the victories as 
a vote of confidence in the pres- 
ent administration and there 
was talk on Parliament Hill of 
a general election this year. 

The Tories won two mari- 
time seats and the west coast 
all by skin-of-the-teeth margins 
—but lost to the Liberals ir. the 
traditional PC stronghold of 
Leeds, Ontario. 


KYOTO—Sixty-eight persons 
were injured as violence flared 
yesterday when police attempt- 
ed to blunt two unruly student 
demonstrations protesting the 
Political Violence Prevention 
Bill now before the Diet. 

The first clash occurred at 
Kawaramachi Shijo as a police 
riot squad tried to stop 1,000 
chanting, zigzagging demonstra- 
tors of the National Federation 
of Student Self-Government As- 
sociations (Zengakuren) in 
which 20 police and students 
were injured. Zigzag street 
parades are forbidden by Kyoto 
City regulations. 


A second, more violent melee 
broke out in front of Liberal- 
Democratic Party chapter head- 
quarters as students shouting 
abuse at the Prime Minister and 
demonstrating blocked. traffic. 

Squads of police quickly 
moved in, attempting to dis- 
perse the mob when fighting 
broke out in which 40 were in- 
jured and one student arrested. 

Kyoto University officials act- 
ing as intermediaries between 
city representatives and Zen- 
gakuren quickly obtained re- 
lease of the student from police 
custody. 

Today’s demonstrations mark- 
ed Zengakuren’s fifth “wave of 
protests” against the controver- 
sial antiviolence bill introduced 
into the Diet jointly by the rul- 
ing Tory and Democratic So- 
cialist parties. The Japan So- 
clalist Party has been intran- 
sigent in its bitter opposition 
to the measure which, ff passed, 
will outlaw violent leftist

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62 Feared Dead in 
Lisbon DC8 Crash 


LISBON (UPI)—A chartered 
DC8 airliner with 62 persons 
aboard crashed into the Atlan- 
tic a few hundred yards off a 
Portuguese beach Tuesday. 


Wreckage and bodies from the 
airliner, bound from Rome to 
Caracas, Venezuela, were found 
in the sea early Tuesday after- 
noon less than a mile from the 
resort village of Caparica on 
the south bank of the River 
Tagus. 

There were no immediate 
signs of survivors from the big 
four-jet aircraft, on charter 
from KLM Royal Dutch Airlines 
to the Venezuelan Viasa Co. 

KLM officials said the 48 pas- 
sengers aboard the plane had 
included 10 children. There 
were 14 crew members. _ 


The plane crashed into the 
sea four minutes after taking 


1.15 am. It was bound for 
Santa Maria in the Azores, next 
stop on its Transatlantic hop. 

The first pieces of wreckage 
from the plane were found off 
the beaches of Mina and Fonte 
da Telha after dozens of Amer- 
ican and Portuguese ships, 
planes and helicopters combed 
the area, covered by low clouds. 

Airport officials said the jet- 
liner appeared to take off norm- 
ally. But 4 minutes out, head- 
ing southwest, the ralio went 
dead. The plane then was fiy- 
ing at about 6,000 feet. 

The last words from the pilot 
were: “We are now going up 
to... feet (exact figure un- 
available).

The deadlock between Brit- 
ain’s Malcolm MacDonald and 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Georghi Pushkin showed itself 
in the failure of the internation- 
al conference itself to meet Mon- 
day after a four-day recess. 


A carefully worded announce- 
ment said the recess would con- 
tinue a day or two longer. 
There was a strong impression, 
however, tlat the conference 
might not convene again until 
after President John F. Ken- 


nedy and Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev have met in Vien- 
na June 3 and 4. 


MacDonald and Pushkin — 
the two conference co-chair- 
men—met for almost four hours. 
Their private discussion failed 
to produce agreement on the 
work the conference should 
undertake next. 


The Indian-Canadian-Polish 
Control Commission has filed 
two requests with the co-chair- 
men and still is awaiting an- 
swers on both. 


The first and most important 
calls for specific directives to 
enable the commission’s truce 
teams to move about freely in 
Laos. 

The other contains a list of 
equipment such as trucks and 
helicopters which the commis- 
sion maintains it needs to carry 
out its task.

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U.K. Trawler

From Danes 


COPENHAGEN (AP)—Hit by 
several grenades, the British 
trawler Red Crusader was rac- 
ing across the North Atlantic 
Tuesday with the Danish fri- 
gate Nieis Ebbesen, which fired 
the grenades, in hot purguit. 


The Danish Admiralty an- 
nounced that the frigate arrest- 
ed the 274-ton Red Crusader, of 
Aberdeen, Scotland, at 9:45 p.m. 
Monday off the Faroes. The 
trawler, the navy said, had been 
fishing inside the Faroés fish- 
ing limits. ; 

The navy announcement said 
the trawler skipper agreed to 
set course for Thorshavn, the 
Faroes capital, with a Danish 
navy team aboard. However, 
the trawler suddenly veered off 
its course and tried to get away 
at full speed. 

Warning shots were fired from 
the Niels Ebbesen when the 
trawler didn’t stop. The frigate 
“fired to hit,” in spite of the 
fact that there were Danes on 
the Red Crusader. 

The navy announcement said 
that the trawler received sev- 
eral direct hits but continued 
without slowing down. 

The Niels Ebbesen command- 
er resolved that, und<-: the con- 
ditions, it would be impossiole 
to board the trawler and it was 
decided to stay near the fleeing 
trawler until further notice. 

The navy said that the Brit- 
ish frigate Trowbridge and the 
British fishery inspection vessel 
Wotton are steaming toward 
the fleeing trawler.

The French leader also stated | 
that “!t is intolerable to a great) 
nation that its destiny should 
be left to the decisions and ac 
tions of another nation, how- 
ever friendly.” 

De Gaulle then went on to 
denounce the NATO organiza- 
tion, saying that “the danger 
of integration is that the in- 
tegrated nation is apt to become 
distintegrated in its defense. 

De Gaulle has steadfastly re- 
fused to integrate French air 
forces in the European 
air defense, reassign the 
French Mediterranean Fleet to 
NATO and accept American 
atomic weapons and warheads 
in France unless they came 
under direct French control. 

But this attitude will not 
trouble Kennedy so much, judg- 
ing from the present strength 
of French air forces and naval 
fleet. Furthermore, American 
bombers with atomic bombs do 
not necessarily need French 
territory, now that their bases 
have been switched to West 
Germahy and Great Britain. 

It is almost certain that De 
Gaulle’s astuteness will not 
make any big trouble within 
NATO. All that De Gaulle can 
do is damage the appearance 
of the Western alliance slightly. 

What is ticklish enough to 
trouble Kennedy is the problem 
of French nuclear tests. 

De Gaulle is‘continuing the 
tests saying that “since the 
U.S., Britain and Soviet Union 
do not renounce their nuclear 
arms—quite to the contrary— 
France, for reasons concerning 
her defense, finds herself forced 
to provide herself in turn with 
armament of this kind.” 

At present, however, France’s 
nuclear techniques are primitive. 
But Kennedy has been annoyed 
by the French nuclear tests 
because of the Soviet accusa- 
tion that “The United States and 
Britain are attending nuclear 
test ban negotiations on the 
one hand, while they are acquir- 
ing nuclear information by mak- 
ing their ally, France, conduct 
tests.” 


Kennedy seeks to reach a test 
ban agreement as soon as pos- 
sible. According to a report 
from Washington which ap 
peared in the London Sunday 
Times, “Kennedy has decided to 
make it clear to De Gaulle that 


he cannot offer him § full 
membership in the nuclear 
club.” 


In other words, Kennedy is 
making preparations against the 
moment when Khrushchev 
capitalizes on French nuclear 
tests in the coming Vienna 
summit conference to refuse a 
nuclear test ban agreement.

| “Obedience, discipline yes, 
even to the death. But up to 
the point of swearing false 
oaths a thousand times over? 
We are not domestic animals. 
Nothing can oblige us to make 
false oaths our daily bread.” 

Beside Challe in the blue 
covered armchairs of the pri- 
soner’s dock was Zeller. 

Zeller twice during the trial 
session collapsed in his chair, 
his face red and his hands 
trembling.

High Court Frees 
Doomed Convict 


A 29-year-old man—jailed 11 
years ago and sentenced to die 
for slaying a family of four— 
won his freedom yesterday in 
Tokyo Higher Court,

Donald Richie is at present at 
the Cannes Film Festival. This 


CANNES—If the films have 
been inferior at thia, the 14th 
Cannes Film Festival, the en- 
tertainment has been much 
more lavish. This, say some, 
is cause and effect. One of 
the few known ways to 
silence the press is to fill its 
stomach. Perhaps consequently 
each day has its splendid party 
for which invitations are 
scrambled. It would follow that 
the worst pictures get the best 
parties. 


Otto Preminger (in honor of 
*Exodus”) gave an excellent 
luncheon at the Grand Casino, 
raced by himself and Sal 
ineo in which the Cote 
d’'Agneau was carried in should- 
er high accompanied by real 
Provencal pipers. Unanimous. 
ly, it was found much more ex- 
citing than the film. Anton 
Litvak, who contributed the 
worst in a lot of bad films, 
“Aimez vous Brahms,” also 
known as “Goodbye Again,” 
gave a magnificent feed at the 
Petite Casino with Anthony 
Perkins, Ingrid Bergman, Yves 
Montand, Georges Auric, and 
some of best Cote de Boeuf 
Rotie a la Broche in recent/Alm 
history. 


The Russians gave a midnight 
vodka-caviar affair which was 
absolutely uncrashable, though 
once In, the atmosphere thawed 
somewhat, what with whole 
platters of sturgeon and enough 
caviar to bathe in, though no 
one tried this year. The French 
gave a bal tambourin that last- 
ed all‘night, and the city fa- 
thers of Cannes held a fete vil- 
lageoise which featured cotton 
candy, acrobats, lotteries in 
which everyone won something, 
eel-fishing, and merry-go-rounds. 
But not only bad producers 
gave good parties. One of the 
most successful was the Japa- 
nese reception which was the 
only national affair allowing 
friends to bring friends. Lots 
of people crashed, lofs more got 
drunk, and it was perhaps the 


most friendly gathering that 
Cannes has seen in many a year. 
The Argentine reception was 
somewhat austere but butchered 
a number of cattle for the 
eo most of whom left with 

lood-spotted dickies or some 
what gory a decoletage. 

Simone Signoret in honor of 
the excellent “Les Mauvais 
Coup,” gave a sit-down supper 
beginning at two in the morn- 
ing. Just before dessert the 
guests rose and went onto the 
terrace to watch the dawn, a 
scene straight out of “La Dolce 
Vita.” The most lavish was 
the Italian party, held in a 13th 
century monastery with a guest 
list of thousands, and tables 
loaded with roast suckling pig, 
cassata flown from Millan, all 
the better north Italian wines, 
truckloads of Mums, and enough 
sparkling burgundy to float any 
of the various battleships at 
rest in the harbor. 


Of all the gatherings, the 
most interesting was that which 
occurred daily along the Croiset- 
te, the promenade ye. the 
beach. Next to the rand 
Palais des Festivals are two 
open-air restaurants, the small 
and jammed Bar Blue, and the 
somewhat more palatial Cafe 
Festival. It was the former 
which was chosen to be fashion- 
able. The tourists took over 
the latter. 


At the Bar Blue on any morn- 
ing could be found aspiring 
starlets with the latest thing in 
blué lips; critics from “The 
Manchester Guardian” and 
“The Observer,” ho g with 
laughter as they repeat lines 
from “Aimezvous Brahnj” to 
each other; bankrupt producers 
smiting their brows; a star or 
two; lien Ginsburg, Gregory 
Corso, and Peter Orlovsky, talk- 
ing about poetry and apparent 
ly the only sane beings there. 


Art Buchwald said the festi- 
val attendance broke down as 
follows: 64 per cent was made 
un of producers trying tc raise 
money for a coproduction; 33 
per cent of producers who have 
already made a _ coproduction 
but couldn’t sell it; 12 per cent 
made up of agents trying to 
sell producers who have no

they don’t represent; 
cent made up of film trade 
magazine editors trying to sell 
advertising space to producers 
to announce pictures they have 
no intention of making; and 5 
per cent made up of distribu- 
tors who can never sell festival 
pictures but are interested in 
anything that is banned for 
censorship reasons. “If this 
makes more than 100 per cent 
it is because all of us down 
here have to work on a profit.” 
Overheard Bat Blue conver- 
gations include: “Oh, all right, 
80 thousand, that still leaves 15 
for me;” “I don't know, I just 
don’t see So hia in Cleveland, 
somehow;” ercy, you mean 
you eat the shells too.” “Oh, 
well, let's wait for the Bunuel 
film—a festival without Bunuel 
is like a high mass without 
blasphemy.” 


Socially the @annes Festival 
somewhat resembles an extend- 
ed county fair with favorite at- 
tractions. There are also more 
things to do than*one person 
possibly can. “What, you didn’t 
see the new Roche film? What 
a shame, it was the last show- 
ing” or “Oh, you saw the new 
Roche film? hat a shame, it 
was scandalously bad.” There 
is the strong man and the 
enake-charmer, and the bearded 
lady whom one sees daily, and 
there is the same assumption 
that one must hurry—night is 
coming on and the fair will be 
over. 


But in the meantime it is till 
high noon, and though one may 
have to stay at the Carlton or 
the Martinez, two of the most 
expensive hotels in the world, 
one can still eat free at the 
parties and save money. Too, 
unforeseen events save the 
pocketbook. Gary Cooper's 
death resulted in a free party 
(including a speech by Ingrid 
Bergman which ended with a 
resounding: “Merci, Gary.”), a 
sentiment echoed by the ‘guests 
as they descended on a colilla- 
tion, like a school of piranha, 
with the difference that the 
piranha leave the bones.

Fastest Ever 


‘500’ Seen 


Despite Stress on Safety 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI)—Auto 
racing daredeviis, ced 
Eddie Sachs and favorite Rodger 
Ward, were warned Monday to 
sacrifice speed for safety—but 
indications nevertheless point- 
ed to the “fastest ever” 500- 
mile race Tuesday. 


Chief steward Harlan Fengler 
warned at the annual drivers’ 
meeting he will call in any 
chauffeur who improves his 
position while the yellow cau- 
tion light is on. 


“Whoever is leading the race 
when the yellow is on sets the 
pace,” Fengler said. “I wouldn't 
hesitate to call you in, if you 
violate the rules.” 


The yellow light, signaling 
an accident or otherwise hazard- 
ous race course, flashed on four 
times for five accidents and 
slowed the pace for nearly 30 
minutes last year. 

Still, winner Jim Rathmann 
averaged a record 138.767 miles 
per hour and the first seven 
finishers beat Ward’s 1959 rec- 
ord for the distance. 

The weatherman gaVe his un- 
qualified green light for the 
45th annual speed spectacle, to 
be run before an estimated 200,- 
000 fans with a jackpot of about 
$375,000. The winner would col- 
lect in excess of $110,000. 

The forecast was for a fair 
day and mild temperature 
around 70—near ideal for the 
200-lap grind for fame and for- 
tune, 

Ward trailed Rathmann across 
the finish line by just 13 seconds 
last year after a thrilling duel 
for the last 52 laps. He was the 
top choice to roll to victory at 
the wheel of a new car built 
by A. J. Watson, the youthful 
chief mechanic whose roadsters 
grabbed the last holiday classic. 

Ward made carburetion tests 
Saturday with a full load of fuel 
and at better than 146 mph. 


Watson said his chauffeur may 


by|do even faster in the race and 


still get the job done with only 
three pit stops. 


Sachs, the fastest qualifier at 
a speed of nearly 147.5 mph, 
vowed he would drive as hard 
as necessary to cling to the 
lead after the fiying start at 12 
noon. He also said he would 
stick to his promises that he 
would “retire” as undefeated 
champion if he wins the race. 
In four previous attempts here, 
Sachs failed to finish. 

All told, exactly one-third of 
the 33 starters will push brand 
new cars onto the main straight- 
away for the parade lap to be 
followed by the pace lap, repre- 
senting a million dollars worth 
of equipment. 

Thirty-two of them will be 
powered by conventional, four- 
cylinder Meyer-Drake engines. 

e other, an innovation at the 
track, is the rear-engine Cooper- 
Climax to be driven by Aus- 
tralian racing champ Jack Brab- 
ham—the first foreign driver to 
qualify since Alberto Ascari in 
1952. 7 

Brabham, one of eight new- 
comers in the field, was not con- 
sidered a top threat’for the big 
payoff because American road- 
sters have a 150 horsepower ad- 
vantage. But many experts fig- 
ured he stood a good chance of 
finishing in the top six.

Foremost Banker Maintains: 


Trade Position Will Improve Soon | 


By SHIGEO HORIE 


The 29th semiannual general 
meeting of stockholders of the 
Bank of Tokyo was held on May 
30, 1961 at the head office of the 
bank. The following is a trans- 
lation of the address given on 
that occasion by Shigeo Horie, 
chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors.—Editor 


World economy, after passing 
through a* period of reconstruc- 
tion and inflation in postwar 
years, has entered upon a new 
stage of development and start- 
ed on the road to the solution of 
new problems. Moves along this 
line are gaining momentum, as 
illustrated by the rapid progress 
in international cooperation, the 
strengthening of international 
liquidity through adjustment of 
the international currency sys- 
tem, and the promotion of eco- 
nomic assistance t6 developing 
countries. 


These trends indicate that the 
world economy has reached a 
new stage where individual 
countries have resolved to at- 
tain, in a concerted effort, the 
common objective of economic 
stability and growth throughout 
the. world. For the present, 
world economy needs, among 
other things, closer international 
cooperation to sustain its stabil- 
ity, and the strengthening of in- 
ternational liquidity and of 
economic assistance to develop- 
ing countries is prerequisite to 
its development over a long 
period. 


Int'l Cooperation 


It is very encouraging to note 
that international cooperation is 
progressing rapidly. This re- 
flects a growing realization that 
world economy, however elabor- 
ately its mechanism may be 
built wp, requires moral and 
spiritual support to maintain its 
equilibrium, and at the same 
time points to the fact that each 
nation has felt increasingly re- 
sponsible for its part in this 
international endeavor. 


Recently, international cooper- 
ation has made marked progress, 
especially in the financial field. 
The central banks are giving 
full consideration to internation- 
al disequilibrium in pursuing 
their bank rate policies. Eight 
central bank governors at a re- 
guiar meeting of the Bank for 
International Settlements held 
in Basle in March this year 
agreed to strengthen cooperation 
to keep exchange markets 
stable. 


The role played by such finan- 
cial cooperation in keeping the 
world economy stable is worthy 
of deep appreciation. It is ex- 
pected that such cooperation 
will go a long way toward 
checking the undesirable move- 
ment of short-term funds which 
was the main cause of the cur- 
rency confusion in the 1930s, 
and which last year gave rise to 
the dollar crisis and recently td 
the sterling uncertainties. 


Prospects Bright 
The Federal Reserve Bank of 


New York and the Bank of 
England have united their 


efforts since October last year to 
cope with the abnormal rise in 
gold prices on the London free 
gold market. This, representing 
the close ties between the two 
international currencies of dollar 
and sterling, led in due course 
to the disappearance of a feeling 
of acute uneasiness about’ the 
dollar. 


In March, Western Germany 
revalued the Deutsche mark by 
5 per cent and the Netherlands 
followed suit by revaluing the 
guilder by 5 per cent. These re- 
valuation moves aimed, thougP 
indirectly, at safeguarding the 
values of the international cur- 
rencies. In February’ and 
March, a total of 11 countries 
undertook the obligations, as set 
forth in Article VIII of the 
IMF"s Articles of Agreement. 
This shows a fringe of interna- 
tional financial cooperation. 


These moves of international 
cooperation seem to augur 
bright prospects for the future 
economic scene of the world in 
two respects. First, a severe 
disturbance in international cur- 
rencies may well be averted. 
Accordingly, the question of 
sterling uneasiness under discus- 
sion today should see a solution 
in some form or other. Second, 
through international financial 
cooperation, individual countries 
will be relieved of their short- 
term external disequilibrium 
worries, and thus will be able 
to direct their efforts more to 
the growth of their economies. 


The second feature of the 


‘ world economic picture is that 


movements to consolidate the 
international currency system 
60 as to strengthen internation- 
al liquidity are gaining in mo- 
mentum, 


International Liquidity 


In this connection, the follow- 
ing two points are worth noting. 
First, international liquidity 
must be in sufficient supply so 
as to ensure the growth of in- 
ternational economy. Interna- 
tional liquidity as it stands to- 
day may be adequate to correct 
international disequilibrium of 
a short-term nature. But, the 
further growth of international 
economy basically requires the 
expansion of world trade. 


Accordingly, international 
liquidity must be sufficient to 
push world trade upward pos- 
itively. In other words, a sus- 
tained growth of international 
economy over a long period 
could hardly be expected, if in- 
ternational liquidity should 
stand at a level where only a 
temporary development of in- 
ternational disequilibrium might 
be remedied. 


Second, in consolidating the 
international currency system 
full preparation should be made 
in advance of translating meas- 
ures into reality, and drastic 
changes should be avoided, It 
is a question of great controver- 
sy whether a new international 
currency system with functions 
to create new world currencies 
should be established, or the 
current system should be 
strengthened with emphasis 
placed on the key currencies of 
dollar and sterling. 


IMF System 


An ideal form of international 
currency mechanism would be 
to establish a world central 
bank. The present Internation- 
al Monetary Fund system, born 


of the dreadful experiences in, § 


the 1930s and nostalgia for the 
good old days of the 1920s has 
achieved a subctantial measure 
of success, though not necessari- 
ly striking, since it started func- 
tioning some 14 years ago. 
This leads to the deduction 
that, for the present, to improve 
and strengthen the current sy- 
stem of the IMF so that it 
may further contribute to the 
expansion of world trade, would 
seem appropriate, and to facil- 
itate this it would be necessary 
to give flexibility and adminis- 
tratorship to the IMF system so 
as to provide it with autonom- 
ous functions. 


It should be remembered, 
however, that the international 
organizations, no matter how 
they might be reinforced, will 
not work smoothly if member 
countries resort solely to these 
organizations to cope with the 
difficulties arising from their 
individual easy-going monetary 
policies. 


Attitude to Aid 


With respect to economic as- 
sistance to developing countries, 
the first question concerns the 
attitude toward assistance itself. 
In postwar years industrially 
advanced countries were able 
to solidify their economic 
strength thanks, for one thing, 
to their favorable terms of 
trade. One idea that suggests 
itself from this fact is that, 
from the viewpoint of utilizing 
their profits, advanced nations 
should contributes assistance 
funds to developing countries, 
and at the same time develop- 
ing countries should fully pre- 
pare themselves for the induc- 
tion of such funds with definite 
objects and plans. 


Second, it should be noted 
that economic assistance pro- 
vides the one and only means 
of bridging the growing gap 
in economic standing between 
industrially advanced nations 
and developing countries. A 
universal tendency for develop- 
ing countries to be left behind 
advanced nations in the march 
of economic progress has arisen 
from the fact that the foreign 
trade of developing countries 
with industrially advanced na- 
tions which was once the ex- 
pansive force for their eco- 
nomics has weakened its force 
to propel the economic growth 
of those countries since World 
War II. Accordingly, economic 
assistance is the sole way of 
strengthening this expansive 
force. 


Fortunately, U.S. President 
Kennedy showed great enthusi- 
agm toward development assist- 
ance in his special message on 
foreign aid. Besides, at the meet- 
ing of the Development -Assist- 
ance Group held in March, the 
nations present unanimously 
agreed to increase their respec- 
tive shares of assistance to the 
extent they could...

Defense Forces Plans 

The Government is contem- 
plating completion of an outline 
of its plan to strengthen the 
Self-Defense forces before Prime

States. According to the plan 
drawn up by the Defense

New Medical Bill 

A delay has occurred in the 
Diet’s action on the two medi- 
eal bills designed for reorgan- 
ization of the Social Security 
Medical Service Deliberation 
Council and also on other mat- 
ters. This delay is attributable 
to the Japan Medical Service 
Association’s demand for revi- 
sion of the two bills. The as- 
sociation and the ruling Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party were be- 
lieved to have reached a com- 
promise last July to end the dis- 
pute over "the medical fee issue. 
It is therefore a surprise to the 
general. public that the associa- 
tion again opposed the measure 
and demanded another revision. 
It is hoped that the Diet will 
be prompt to act on the bills 
without yielding to pressure 
from the association. — Yontiuri

New Education Law 

The House of Representatives 
approved and sent to the House 
of Councillors the bill designed 
for revision of the School Edu- 
cation Law. The purpose of 
the revision is to establish “five- 
year-course technological col- 
leges.”" However, the Upper 
House, particularly its Educa- 
tion Standing Committee, is 
showing reluctance to act on the 
bill. Under the circumstances, 
it is possible that the revision 
bill may not be enacted 
in the current extended Diet. 
It is clear that this age of tech- 
nological renovations requires 
technicians in an increasing 
number, It is therefore hoped 
that the current Diet will not 
fail to act on the: measure. Op- 
position for opposition’s sake 
should be cast aside.—Mainichi 
Shimbun 


The Small Fisherman 
It is indeed deplorable to note 
that no administrative relief 


measures have been taken for 
small fishermen whose lot is no 
better than that of small far- 
mers. They are mostly no lon- 
ger able to support themselves 
and their families without 
either engaging in farming as 
their sidework or seeking em- 
ployment as hired fishermen 
with large fisheries companies. 
Fishermen engaged in coastal 
fishing have recently been suf- 
fering a drastic depletion of 
their fishing resources. They 
are in no position to incur debts 
aggregating one half to a million 
yen so as to convert themselves 
into off-shore fishermen. As in 
the case with the nation's agri- 
culture, small-scale fishing ope- 
rators must be quickly collec- 
tivized if they are to survive 
their present predicament. These 
fishermen deserve just as much 
Government attention as the 
small farmer.—Kahoku Shimpo

toward the economic advance of 
developing countries. Japan 
should also take its full part 
in assisting developing coun- 
tries. 


Economy in Japan 


Turning now to the econo- 
mic developments in this coun- 
try, it is encouraging to note 
that the economy continued its 
steady expansion during the 
six-month period to March this 
year, the term that this report 
covers. Mining and manufac- 
turing output rose sharply bv 
ll per cent above the level 
of the preceding six months, 
or by 20 per cent above the 
level of a year ago. 


As a result, the rate of econo- 


mic growth (the rate of in- 
crease in real gross national 
product) for the fiscal year 


1960 ended March this year, es- 
timated at about 13 per cent, 
proved to be considerably high- 
er than expected early in the 
fiscal year. This growth rate, 
though down from the fiscal 
1959's 18 per cent, indicates 
that the economy continued to 
grow as briskly in fiscal 1960 
as in fiscal 1959. It is worth 
noting that, during that fiscal 
year of brisk economic growth, 
wholesale prices held almost 
stable and the foreign exchange

reserves rose by $636 million 
to a record $1,997 million at 
the end of March this year 
(the final month of fiscal 1960.) 


In postwar years, there has 
been a sustained tendency for 
the economy to grow at a very 
rapid rate. The growth rate 
was particularly fast in the 
past two years. This can be 
ascribed, first of all, to the fact 
that the ratio of investment 
spending to gross national pro- 
duct has risen to a high of 
about 30 per cent in recent 
years. Besides, private invest- 
ment in plant and equipment 
that yields high productive ef- 
fects has accounted for more 
than half of the total invest- 
ment expenditures. Such pri- 
vate investments have helped 
improve the industrial facilities 
in both quality and quantity, 
while labor with a high degree 
of potential productive skill has 
been in abundant supply. This, 
indeed, has brought a remark- 
able improvement in the pro- 
ductive capacity of industry. 


Advance in Demand 


The second contributory fac- 
tor in the rapid economic 
growth of the past two years 
has been the brisk advance in 
demands absorbing the rise in 
supplies from industry. For in- 
stance, personal consumption 
expenditures have been rising 
steadily by about 7 per cent 
annually to constitute some 60 
per cent of total demand, and 
exports (as measured in cus- 
toms returns) have continued 
to expand at a quite brisk 
rate; 25 per cent in fiscal 1959 
and 14 per cent in fiscal 1960. 


But, the factor that attracts 
much greater attention has 
been the advance in demands 
accompanying business invest- 
ment in plant and equipment, 
Up until the middie of last 
year, some observers feared 
that excess capacity or produc- 
tion in industry would develop 
in the six-month period covered 
by this report. Fortunately, 
however, this fear did not ma- 
terialize chiefly because equip- 
ment investment activity con- 
tinued as vigorous as before, 
pushing the said demands up- 
ward in a greater degree than 
expected. In fact, business 
spending for new plants and 
equipment has continued to rise 
quite rapidly—32 per cent in 
fiscal 1959 and 32 per cent 
(estimated) in fiscal 1960. 


Further Rise in 1961 


In fiscal 1961, plant and 
equipment investment demands 
are expected to rise further 
with such investment activity 
likely to expand substantially. 
Accordingly, it seems that the 
likelihood of production run- 
ning to excess will be very 
slight. Needless to say, how- 
ever, equipment investment, 
when completed, converts itself 
into a supply factor. Should 
such investment activity slow 
down in the future, how to ad- 
just the supply-demand relation- 
ship would pose an important 
problem to the economic 
growth of this country. The 
ensuing adjustment would hard- 
ly do harm to the long-term 
trends in economic growth, but 
would most likely check the 
growth temporarily. To avoid 
such a temporary check it is 
desirable that tlfe business com- 
munity should act on prudent 
plans and forecasts, and the 


Government take appropriate 
measures from a. long-range 
viewpoint. 


Double Income 


In . these circumstances, the 
Government in December last 
year announced a “national in-

come 


doubling” program in 
which 


it examined in detail 


the possibility and direction of 
economic growth in the 10 
years ahead and clarified its 


attitude toward realizing the 
program. The purport of the 
program is that the Govern- 
ment will place great hope on 
positive, free economic activity 
of the people and resort, if 
necessary, to public investment 
and other measures to stimu- 
late economic growth. 


Judging from the current cir- 
cumstances both at home and 
abroad, the course likely to be 
followed by the economy as 
charted in the program is gen- 
erally interpreted as being rich 
in prospects of realization. The 
business community, for its 
part, shottid join the efforts to 
implement the program. In 
the meantime, the Government 
in carrying out such a long- 
term program is urged to at- 
tend, at all times, to changes 
in the circumstances and to 
take appropriate steps as the 
occasion demands. 

Price Stability 

But, the path of economic 
growth is by no means smooth. 
As noted already, plant and 
equipment investr =nt, although 


the mainspring of economic 
growth in normal circum- 
stances, would check the 


growth of economy, should it 
go to excess. In the process 
of rapid economic growth, con- 
sideration must be given most- 
ly to the stability of prices 
and the balance of payments 
equilibrium. Businessmen of 
today are required to look far 
ahead and at the same time 
to pick their steps. Heavy, in- 
deed, is the responsibility placed 
on those connected with mat- 
ters of finance that function to 
adjust the economy as a whole. 


Developments worthy of some 
note in this regard have re- 
cently presented themselves in 
prices and international pay- 
ments balances. At the whole- 
sale level, prices have held al- 
most stable, but price move- 
ments have been moderately on 
the up side at the consumer 
level. The uptrend in consum- 
er “prices figured prominently 


in April-September last year 
(the previous six-month 
period) and in October-March 


this year (the sjx-month period 
covered by this report). The 
index of consumer prices in 
Tokyo for the six-month period 
October to March this year 
was 3.6 per cent up from the 
same period of a vear ago, and 
5.4 per cent up from a year 
before that. 


Not Serious Rise 


This came about mostly be- 
cause of the advance in ser- 
vice charges due mainly to 
Wage increase along with the 
over-all rise in personal in- 
comes, the upward revision of 
public utility charges that had 
been held down from political 
considerations, and the higher 
prices for certain foodstuffs. 
These price increases appear to 
be a natural development ac- 
companving the growth of 
economy. And it can reason- 
ably be said that such increases 
will be offset by reductions in 
other lines where productivity 
has improved as a result of 
equipment investments, and 
that inflation will not develop 
in consequence. 


Accordingly, there seems to 
be no need for taking a se- 
rious view of the recent price 
hikes. Yet, it is imperative to 
take precautions against exces- 
sive investment activity and 
sharp wage increases likely to 
follow in the — of upward 
price movements. 


In each of the six months 
covered by this report, this 
country had a surplus on its 
international account. This 
was mostly because * receipts 
exceeded payments in capital 
account transactions except in 
November last year. In Janu- 
ary this year the balance on 
current account, particularly 
the balance of merchandise 
trade, turned into a deficit and 
continued in deficit in Febru- 
ary and March. 


Trade Deficit 


For the six-month period to 
March as a whole, the trade 
balance was $70 million in de- 
ficit.. In large measure, this 
came about because exports, 
particularily to the United 
States, were leveling off as a 
consequence of the slack in 
Overseas economic conditions, 
whereas imports continued to 
grow, as consumption of im- 
ported raw materials and fuels 
expanded in keeping with in- 
dustrial expansion. Machinery 
imports also increased to meet 
investment requirements. 


After the middle of this year, 
however, exports to the United 
States are expected to pick up 
by degrees and the rise in 
raw material imports is likely 
to slow down as the stock re- 
building tapers off, It appears, 
therefore, that there is no need 
of taking the present trade po- 
sition unduly seriously. Basi- 
cally, foreign trade depends on 
the soundness of domestic 
economy for its expansion. 


Insofar as the production 
capacity of industry  streng- 
thens without causing an in- 
flation, export capacity will 
gain strength by degrees and 
import of a speculative nature 
will not develop. But, when 
the economy is in the process 
of 30 rapid a growth as it is 
today, a continuation of a steep 
advance in raw material im- 
ports is well-nigh inevitable. It 
goes without saying therefore, 
that utmost efforts should al- 
ways be made to boost exports. 


The capital-account surplus

Ikeda Greets Reporters, Okinawans 


Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda 
is busy these days preparing for 
his departure for the United 
States scheduled in about three 
weeks, 


Yesterday morning, Ikeda’s 
daughtet Mrs. Naoko Kondo 
left Tokyo International Airport 
for the United States. She is 
expected to attend Ikeda while 
he is staying in that country. 


Ikeda was met by correspond- 
ents of Life, Time and Business 
Week yesterday afternoon at 
his official residence. He posed 
for photographers and answered 
questions about his career as 
well as his expectations from 
the trip. 


The Prime Minister was 
friendly all the while. 
But he seemed to harden 


a little when he met, shortly 
afterward, Okinawan representa- 
tives who presented a petition 
asking him to work fir the re- 
turn to Japan of administrative 
rights over Okinawa. 


Ikeda might have assumed an 
indifferent attitude toward the 
Okinawans because they belong 
to the Government Enterprise 
and Public Corporation Work- 
ers Union and the leftist Peo- 
ple’s Party. 

The Prime Minister became 
friendly again when he was pre- 
sented with 1,000 paper cranes 
and listened enthusiastically 
while the Okinawan representa- 
tives explained their situation.

Labor Minister Hirohide Ishi- 
da, known for his confidence on 
all matters, is a gloomy man 
today. 


The Cabinet yesterday voted 
to send him to a general assem- 
bly of the International Labor 
Organization early next month. 


The Government had at first 
planned to send Ishida to the 
assembly with Japan's “present” 
of the Diet approval on the con- 
troversial Convention 87 of the 
ILO treaty. 


Now Ishida must rack his 
brains on how to explain Japan's 
domestic situation before the 
ILO meeting that led to the post- 


ponement of the ratification on 
the ILO bill, 


But Ishida proved to be too 
proud a man to appeal his plight 
to newsmen, so he switched the 
topic of his regular press con- 
ference .to a big talk about 
Japanese coal miners sought by 
West Germany. 


He said that every one of the 
dismissed Miike coal miners 
who graduated from a job train- 
ing institute in Fukuoka recent- 
ly has been employed in other 
industries. — 


The “main purpose of my 
trip next month is to inspect 
the Japanese miners working in 
West Germany, rather than to 
attend the ILO meeting,” he ex- 
plained. 


“West Germany is asking for 
more and more Japanese 
miners,” he said, thus winding 
up the press conference.

The Liberal-Democratic execu- 
tives are racking their brains 
these days, holding a heap of 
important bills with only a 
week before the close of the 
current Diet session on June 8. 

Only the defense bills can be 
regarded among the important 
bills as certain to be approved 
within the current Diet term, 
while the ILO bill and those 
bills for the revision of five 
related domestic laws are now 
almost certain to be aborted. 

The Tory Party submitted the 
ILO bills to the Lower House 
early in April, but the bills 
were not even discussed in the 
Diet. 

The antipolitical violence bill 
submitted to the Diet jointly by 
the Liberal-Democrats and the 
Democratic Socialist Party, also 
is certain to be aborted, and the 
Agriculture Standards Law will 
have to face considerable diffi- 
culties before being approved. 

All in all, the Ikeda Cabinet 
has certainly managed to avert 
a head-on clash between the op- 
position parties at the Diet, but 
at the same time proved virtual- 
ly incompetent to wield a Diet 


policy in the true sense of the 
word. 


short-term capital which was 
reflected mainly in the increased 
utilization of usance facilities 
for imports leading to a 
balance increase and in the rise 
of nonresident free yen deposits. 

While the increased balance 
of usance imports under periods 
still running is attributable in 
large measure to the growth 
of imports and to the extension 
of the permissible usance 
period from 90 to 120 days, 
effective from November last 
year, the rise in fre™yen de- 
posits since July last year owes 
much to a large inflow of 
“Euro” dollars. 


The growing inflow of foreign 
short-term capital arises from 
the increased international con- 
fidence in the Japanese econo- 


my and the higher interest 
rates ruling in Japan, There- 
fore, there seems to be no 


need of feeling unduly anxious 
about its instability. 


Foreign Reserves 


Such a large inflow of for- 
eign short-term capital added 
steadily to the foreign exchange 
reserves during the six-month 
period this report covers. At 
the end of March this year the 
reserves reached nearly half 
the value of imports in one 
year. Against this background, 
foreign trade and exchange li- 
beralization has been in steady 
progress as shceduled in June 
last year. The percentage of 
import liberalization was raised 
from 44 per cent in October 
last year to 62 per cent in 
April this year. In July, it is 
to be raised further to 65 pe 
cent. It is anticipated that in 
the near future this country 
will be urged to accept the 
obligations of Article VIII of 
the International Monetary 
Fund's Articles of Agreement, 
or in other words, to liberalize 
completely the controls on cur- 
rent account transactions, in 
the wake of the nine European 
countries that undertook the 
obligations in February this 
year. . 


As foreign trade and ex- 
change transactions. are freed 
from restriction, monetary and 
fiscal policies especially will 
grow in importance. In. the 
period ahead, the financial com- 
munity will have to face the 
question of how to raise and 
supply additional funds needed 
for the growth of the econo- 
my, and of how to use mone- 
tary policies to adjust , the 
balance of payments position 
after trade and exchange libera- 
lization. 


Since it took office last year, 
the present Government, pre- 

ratory to trade liberalization, 
as pursued a basic policy of 
lowering interest rates to re- 
duce the interest burden on 
business. In January this, year, 
the Bank of Japan lowered its 
basic discount rate by 0.365 
per cent per annum and com- 
mercial banks also cut their 
loan rate by the same amount. 
Reduction in other rates of 
interest is under way. It hs 
earnestly desired that the Gov- 
ernment authorities and the fi- 
nancial community unite their 
efforts to solve the basic mone- 
tary problems as early as prac- 
ticable.
